Body Wil Ibe Placed in Vault in In­ 


dianapolis 
and Burial

Take Place There Later 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 24. 
Ind­ 
iana bowed today before the bier of 
a simple man who, without pretense 
or schooling, became its first citi­ 
zen. 
James Whitcomb Riley, interpret­ 
ier of Hcosierdom’s 
most intimate 
emotions, lay dead at his Lockerbie 
street home. 
Riley’s funeral 
will be tomorrow 
and will be private, according to the 
wishes of the poet. 
The body will 
be placed for the present in a vault 
at Crown Hill cemetery here. 
Rela­ 
tives said the body probably would 
be finally interred 
at Crown 
Hill, 
although Greenfield, his birthplace, 
is bidding for the honor. 
His body lay in state in the Cap­ 
itol here from 3 p. m. to 9 p. m. 


W ashington, July 24 .— Presi­ 
dent W ilson today paid high tribute 
to the memory of James Whitcomb 
Riley, Hoosier poet. In a telegram 
to Henry Eitel of Indianapolis he 
wrote: 
‘‘M ay I not express to you my 
sincere 
sorrow 
at the 
death of 
James Whitcomb Riley ? 
W ith 
his 
departure 
a notable 
figure 
passes out of the nation’s life; a 
man who imparted joyful pleasure 
and a thoughtful view of many 
things; that other men would have 
missed. 
I am sure I am speaking 
the feeling of the whole country in 
expressing my own sense of loss. 


it was quite gn occasion. 
The time 
of their visit was after Riley had be­ 
come famous because his fame began 
to spread after the 
publication of 
his first poems near 1880. 
Tt is said that Riley once passed 
through Rush county when he was a 
sign painter and that 
some of his 
signs, with the well known scrawl of 
his name below them, at one time ap­ 
peared on fences in Orange township. 
The tale 
has 
also been 
told and 
handed down from time to time that 
Riley once spent the night on an 
Orange township farm. 


Upon receipts of the news o$ 
Riley’s death here 
yesterday, the 
suggestion 
was immediately made 
that a Riley memorial be held on In­ 
diana day at the Rush county chau- 
tauqua, because the Hoosier poet 
had consented to visit Rushville on 
that occasion, and some members of 
the program committee had thought 
of the same thing. 
Today they were 
discussing the possibilities of such a 
thing. 
The idea was advanced that Riley 
could 
at 
least he 
here in 
spirit 
through the agency of one of his 
able 
imitators, of which there are 
several. 
The reading of his poems, 
together 
with the motion 
picture, 
“Indiana,” which pictures him sur­ 
rounded by his friends, the children, 
would make a suitable program, it 
was stated. 
The program committee 
is considering such a plan. 
Many older people in Rushville to­ 
day were 
recalling the time 
when 
James Whitcomb Riley and Bill Nye 
gave a public entertainment at what 
was then 
Melodeon hall, 
now the 
Social Club. 
No one was found to­ 
day who was able to fix the time, but 
it was estimated by several persons 
that it was some time between 1896 
and 1898. 
Very few could 
recall anything 
about the entertainment except that

Alone except for the presence 
of 
his nurse, after he had suffered 
a 
stroke of paralysis earlier in 
the 
day and after he was apparently on 
the road to recovery. 
James Whit­ 
comb Riley, 
the 
beloved 
Hoosier 
poet, quietly passed away la>t S at­ 
urday night at ten minutes to eleven 
o'clock. 
An hour before his 
death 
Mr. 
Riley had talked with his physicians 
and seemed in excellent spirits. In 
the opinion of the 
doctor, 
he was 
much better and did not require his 
services any more that night. 
The 
nurse had just given him a drink and 
he had lain back on the pillow when 
she noticed that he 
seemed 
dis­ 
turbed. He 
was 
dead 
before she 
reached his side. 
Mr. Riley suffered his first violent 
attack of paralysis July 10, 1910, 
and his friends were greatly alarm­ 
ed for some time. 
But 
the 
poet 
became better and seemed to be 
in 
good health until he was stricken 
a 
second time. 
This stroke caused 
a 
complete paralysis of the poet’s right 
side. 
The severity 
of the 
stroke 
wore away somewhat until only the 
poet’s hand seemed greatly affected. 
Mr. Riley’s determination to conquer 
the illness was shown 
at that time 
when he set about 
laboriously 
to 
learn to write with his left hand. 
For several years Mr. Riley had 
spent his winters in Florida, 
where 
he went accompanied by members of 
his household. 
Ho 
returned 
only 
last May and “never felt better,” as 
he expressed 
it, on 
his 
arrival. 
Since that time he had been in 
ex-

Camp life at Llano, Tex., is very 
strikingly described by Allan 
H. 
Blacklidge of this city, a member of 
Battery B., to Weldon Brann. 
The 
letter in part is as follows: 
Just received your letter and was 
sure glad to hear from you. 
This is 
a 
wonderful 
country, 
pretty 
hot 
during the day, but 
a dry 
heat at 
present (it has quit raining) and al­ 
ways cool enough to make us 
get 
under ’blankets at night. 
We are living in the same tents we 
had at 
Indianapolis 
with 
a much 
better cooking 
camp. 
The 
streets 
are graded with individual walks to 
each tent and palms planted along 
the space between 
curb 
and tents. 
We are putting in electric lights and 
a complete 
water 
works 
system 
which makes it appear as if this is 
to 
be a permanent 
post. 
Shower 
baths jand ice water are a part 
of 
our regular equipment. We will soon 
have the camp 
in order then have 
nothing to do but drill a little and lie 
in the shade or visit Mercedes which 
is a mighty pretty little town. 
There is a lake near here which is 
some place to swim. It is nine miles 
long 'and full of big fish. There have 
been no rattle snakes diseoverd as 
yet among 
all the camp. 
I don’t 
know how many thousands are here. 
The mosquitos 
bothered 
us for 
a 
while but we have U. S. nets which 
keep out the tiniest gnat 
that ever 
flew and they are leaving now that 
t is becoming dry. 
The 
new 
uni- 
orms are being issued and cots are 
on the way to us. 
At present 
we 
sleep on straw ticks. 
The United States figures it would 
take little more than six months 
to 
lold all of Mexico, if it comes 
to 
that. 
There will soon 
be 
between 
thirty and 
forty 
thousand troops, 
cavalry, artillery, infantry, hospital 
and signal corps within a radius 
of 
thirty miles of this place so that it 
certainly looks like business. I help­ 
ed haul over forty thousand rounds 
of ;45 pistol cartridges from 
the 
railroad the other night so our camp 
is loaded for bear. 
Now bear in mind we are about at 
the conclusion that this will not be 
any tea party. We expect to go into 
Mexico within six weeks at the out­ 
side. 
Of course, nothing is in 
the 
papers, but that stuff gets out u 
officially. 
There are canteens 
all 
over the reservation, stores, picture 
shows, post-office and an automobile 
line 
to Mercedes 
which is a little 
over two miles from camp. 
I have 
the inside track on the major of the 
town, a wealthy man so it ought to 
be easy to meet real girls if we want 
to look them over. 
“ Doc*’ Pearsey says for you to go 
to his father and have him send his 
goggles; also my merseham pipe anc 
case. 
Cigarettes are not the easiest 
thing in the world to get here.

Franchise League Had Intended to 


Come But Was Beaten— Will 


Try it Anyway. 


James E. W atson, candidate for 
United States senator, responded to 
alls for a speech at the Republican 
jean dinner and rally at Peru Satur­ 
day afternoon with a severe arraign­ 
ment of the present Mexican policy, 
outlining it from the inception of the 
present administration to the present 
line. 
Henry D. Estabrook of New York 
was the principal Speaker, but when 
ic concluded his afternoon speech, 
there 
was a 
clamor for James E. 
Watson, 
according 
to 
dispatches 
i:rom Peru. He urged the election of 
liis team mate, H arry S. New, and 
nis 
eulogy of Theodore 
Roosevelt 
brought forth long applause. 
Mr. Watson asked permission of 
the audience of 5,000 persons to “re­ 
view’ hastily the Mexican muddle in 
order to show that the president has 
not adhered to any 
fixed policy of 
treatment with reference to the peo­ 
ple of that unfortunate country, but 
hat he has wandered -around and 
wabbled about to meet new' eondi- 
ions and in order to adapt himself 
to the shifting scenes as rapidly as 
they have changed.” 
Mr. Watson quoted from the pres­ 
ident’s Indianapolis speech to show 
hat he did diametrically opposite to 
what he said. He reviewed Mexican 
listorv from the time of the over­ 
throw- of Dictator Diaz by Madero 
until the revolution, headed by C ar­ 
ranza and Villa 
broke out against 
Huerta. 
Mr. W atson declared Wil­ 
son made a mistake in not recogniz­ 
ing Huerta. He said: 
“If he had done this and had kept 
the embargo on arms and munitions 
of w’ar sent from this country into 
that, Huerta could have floated his 
bonds and 
obtained 
money 
with 
which to buy sufficient equipment to 
suppress the rebellion. 
But Presi­ 
dent Wilson took exactly the oppo­ 
site position and did it upon grounds 
wholly untenable. 
As if he were a 
sort of universal guardian over all 
peoples and governments, he at once 
ordered 
Huerta to 
abdicate; and 
when that 
gentleman 
declined to 
obey this order, he lifted the embar­ 
go imposed by President Taft, and 
became for all practical purposes an 
ally of Villa and an open enemy to 
Huerta. Talk about noninterference! 
He did interfere, not by open declar­ 
ation it is true, but by a system of 
furtive and officious meddling never 
before witnessed in American diplo­ 
macy.” 
Mr. Watson then recalled the Vera 
Cruz incident, when President Wil­ 
son ordered 
Huerta to 
salute the 
flag, and Huerta ¡did not obey; 
re­ 
called that our ships were sent to 
Vera Cruz to intercept a cargo of 
arms for Huerta and that it was al­ 
lowed to be landed peaceably at an­ 
other port. 
Mr. W atson pointed to the many 
shipments (giving all the dates and 
amounts) of arms and ammunition 
that have been allowed to go to Mex­ 
ico. 
He reviewed the many attacks 
on United States citizens leading up 
to the battle at Parral. 
Within a 
month after that conflict, he said, 
more war munitions were unloaded 
at Vera Cruz for use by Carranza 
soldiers in other possible outrages. 
He dwelt on the fact that the U. S. 
government had served notice on its

held a meeting in the court house in 
the afternoon and a street meeting 
at night at which they held a large 
and interested crowd. 
Incidentally, it has developed that 
Rush county is going to be a battle 
ground between two rival suffrage 
organizations for supremacy. 
The 
Congressional Union is contesting the 
State Franchise League for an or­ 
ganization 
here. 
Neither has ob­ 
tained a branch yet and local women 
favoring equal suffrage are said to 
be divided in their allegiance. 
It is stated on good report that 
the Franchise League planned sev­ 
eral days ago to send a delegation 
here and organize a branch league. 
Hearing of the intention of the Fran­ 
chisers, it is alleged, the Congres­ 
sional Union women of Indianapolis 
acted on the 
spur of the 
moment 
and arranged for a meeting here S at­ 
urday. 
They w’rote here that they 
were coming and a Rushville woman 
responded that the time wras not now 
ripe. 
Not heeding the advice in the 
least, but evidently wanting to get 
first eliance at Rushville suffragists, 
the Indianapolis women called a lo­ 
cal newspaper late Friday afternoon 
and said that a delegation would be 
here Saturday with the intention of 
holding a meeting at the court house 
in the afternoon and one 
on the 
street at night. 
In the meantime, it had been nois­ 
ed about 
that the 
Congressional 
Union was to invade Rushville and 
members of the 
franchise League 
heard of it. Friday evening and S at­ 
urday morning long distance tele­ 
phone calls began to eome in to 
local suffrage sympathizers warning 
them 
against 
the Congressional 
Union. 
The calls came from mem­ 
bers of the Franchise League in oth­ 
er cities who advised that a branch 
of the opposing organization not he 
formed liere, but that Rushville wo­ 
men wait on the Franchise League. 
Both organizations are fighting for 
suffrage 
but 
their 
methods 
are 
different, 
which is where 
the m b 
comes in. 
The Franchisers believe 
the best way is by state legislation 
enactment 
and the 
Congressional 
Union wants an amendment to the 
constitution of the United States so 
as to put women on an equal with 
men wTith one enactment, instead of 
passing a 
suffrage 
lawr in 
every 
state. 
Nothing was accomplished at the 
organization meeting 
Saturday a f­ 
ternoon but it was announced today 
that memebrs of the Congressional 
Union would be back Wednesday to 
endeavor again to form a Rush coun­ 
ty branch. 
The speakers Saturday, including 
Mrs. Hugh MeGibeny, Mrs. William 
C. Bobbs and Miss Eleanor Barker, 
Indiana president, devoted themselves 
tq the 
reasons for 
equal suffrage 
and the comparison of their method 
with the state method. 
Miss Barker pointed out that it 
would be much more difficult to enact

cities, which have been hearing from 
various 
hydraulic 
engineers 
that 
their present 
supply of well water 
will soon fail them, will lind comfort 
in 
statements 
form 
various well 
known 
Indiana geologists th a t no­ 
thing of the sort is apt to happen. 
These 
geologists, 
among 
them 
Edward B arrett, state geologist, and 
Dr. 
Allen D Hole, of Earlham col­ 
lege, do not believe that the Indiana 
water table is linking 
at an alarm ­ 
ing rate. 
In interviews 
with 
the 
United 
Press 
today they declared 
that Indiana need have no fears of 
losing 
its 
well water, at least for 
many years. 
The hydraulic engineers, 
some of 
them 
in 
the employe of the w ater 
companies, 
told 
the United Press 
that within 
50 
or 75 years cities 
must 
depend on big reservoirs be­ 
cause 
the water 
table, which they 
said is sinking at the rate of one foot 
a year, will cease to be a source of 
supply. 
“There 
is no immediate danger”, 
said Mr. Barrett, “th at Indiana will 
exhaust or lose its underground cur­ 
rents. 
I should say that 
for 100 
years at least our wells will continue 
to supply us. 
Our water supply 
is 
not an immediate issue.” 
“It is true,” said Dr. Hole, “that 
the water table in Indiana is a few 
feet lower 
than it was fifty years 
ago. The date at hand does not, 
however, indicate that there will be 
much additional lowering of the w at­ 
er table in the next fifty. 
Dr. Hole said the two most impor­ 
tant 
factors in the case so far are 
the removal of the forests and the 
construction 
of artificial drainage 
systems since the average precipi­ 
tation 
seems to he practically con­ 
stant. 
“But 
both 
of these causes 
can in all probability reduce the wat- 
er table but little if any lower than 
the bottom of the system of ditches 
even 
at a time when their joint ac­ 
tion is at a maximum,” he said. 


‘0 ‘ne of these factors, however, 
soon begin to neutralize the other,” 
said Dr. Hole. 
He said the artificial 
drainage systems, while at first they 
cause a “run-off,” later bring about 
such a large increase in porosity of 
the surface sail as to make all 
the 
soil abov^ the bottom of the drain­ 
age 
system 
an absorbing blanket, 
which after some years takes up an 
amount of water larger, in the case 
of some kinds of soil, than wras held 
by the soil of.forested areas. 
“Just now* the best farm practice 
in 
Indiana is to extend the under­ 
ground 
drainage

never been amended even though it 
had been written by men who did not 
knowr anything of the needs of the 
present, whereas the United States 
constitution 
has been 
amended a 
number of times. 
Once an amend 
ment wins a 
majority of 
votes of 
congress, it must be sanctioned by 
the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the states before it becomes a part 
of the constitution. 
Miss Barker’s argument was that 
it wrould be much easier to get the 
amendment passed by congress and 
then work on the state legislatures, 
than it would be to try to amend all 
the state constitutions, which would 
require 
special 
elections in 
some 
states—always 
an election—where 
an appeal would have to be made to 
all the voters. 
Miss Barker said the argument of 
the suffragists now was that they 
held the 
balance of power. 
There 
will be over 4,438,000 women vote 
for president next November. 
The 
twelve states in which they will vote 
cast 91 
electoral votes 
and from 
them come one-fourth of the senate, 
one-sixth of the house and one-fifth 
of the electoral college. 
Miss Barker said suffragists held 
the Democratic party responsible be­ 
cause it was the party in power and 
could 
have 
passed 
the 
suffrage 
amendment. Other speakers answer­ 
ed the trite arguments that are used 
against woman suffrage.

the habit 
of spending a day at 
Greenfield with him every year, al­ 
ways making 
it a special occasion, 
and it was a pleasant one to me.” 
A few years ago, on Riley’s birth­ 
day, the grand lodge of the Knights 
of Pythias, was in session in India­ 
napolis and Mr. Watson was delega­ 
ted to write resolutions to present to 
the poet at his home. 
lie wrote re- 
olutions 
and heading 
a commit­ 
tee of 15, went 
to 
the 
Lockerbie 
street house and found Riley there 
surrounded by a crowd of children. 
“I prize those resolutions as much 
as anything 
I ever did in my life,” 
declared 
Mr. Watson. 
“It 
always 
pleased me immensely 
that 
Riley 
had them framed and 
hung on the 
wall of his room soon after that.” 
Mr. W atson saw him one day last 
week when he walked in the Colum­ 
bia Club barber shop in Indianapo­ 
lis. 
Riley was being shaved and Mr. 
Watson says he began 
reciting a 
poem of Riley’s which aroused fond 
memories. 
“I never see you, Jim,” he said to 
the Rushville man, “but what you 
make me laugh with something like 
that.” 
“The first time 
I ever 
saw Jim 
Riley,” said Mr. W atson, “he was 
standing 
on the street 
corner in 
Winchester picking a banjo 
for a 
street fakir. 
The next time I saw 
him it was along about ’76, close to 
forty years ago, when he came 
to 
W inchester 
as a sign 
w riter 
and 
painted a street sign for my father 
and his partner, Watson and Monks. 
The next time he was in Winchester, 
several came around together doing 
all sorts of things. 
Along about 1878 he published his 
firse poems and his 
fame began to 
spread. 
He came to W inchester 
in 
1879 to lecture before the Lecture 
and Library association, and I 
as 
president of that organization 
in­ 
troduced him. He was back again in 
1880.” 
Mr. W atson recalled 
that Riley 
was twice in Washington while he 
was a member of congress and that 
on the last 
occasion 
Riley 
alone 
filled the Chase theater while many 
popular attractions were at 
other 
theaters. 
Mr. W atson distinctly remembered 
when, while he was a student at De- 
Pauw, Riley was made an honorary 
member of liis fraternity, in 1883. 
He said that Bob Burdette, was was 
a member of the same fraternity at 
Wabash, was present on that occas­ 
ion.

cellent spirits and seemed unusually 
strong, Dr. 
MeCulloeh 
said. 
Mr. 
Riley had been able 
to go 
to his 
publishers frequently, and was out 
in his automobile every day, even 
as late as Friday. 
The combina­ 
tion of his high spirits and bodily 
strength seemed convincing that he 
was far from being on the verge of 
a fatal illness. 
James Whitcomb Riley was horn 
at Greenfield, Ind. 
The date ot his 
birthplace of Homer, was shrouded 
in 
mystery 
throughout 
his 
life. 
It 
was one 
of the eccentricities 
of the poet’s many-sided genius that 
be positively 
declined 
to tell 
his 
age. 
He was 
peculiarly 
sensitive 
about it, and with naive cleverness 
always 
managed 
to 
side-step in­ 
quiries on the subject. 
Since 
the death 
of 
the 
poet, 
Henry Eitel, brother-in-law of Mr. 
Riley’s has 
announced 
that 
the 
birthday of the famous Iloosier was 
October 7, 1849, which would have 
made him 67 ybars if he had lived to 
see another birthday. 
When the school children of Ind­ 
ianapolis on Oct. 6, 1911, celebrated 
Riley day, in commemoration of the 
anniversary of the poet’s birth, Mr. 
Riley sent a charmingly sweet 
and 
sympathetic letter to them in which, 
perhaps unconsciously, he revealed 
his tenderness on the subject of his 
age. 
“You are conspirators—every one 
of you—that’s what you are,” 
he 
wrote. 
“You have conspired to in­ 
form the general public of mv birth­ 
day and I am already so old that I 
want to forget all about it. 
But I 
will be magnanimous 
and 
forgive 
you, for I know that your intent 
is really friendly, and to have such 
friends as you are makes me—don’t 
care how’ old I am.” 
Mr. Riley’s father was Reuben A. 
Riley, a wrell-to-do lawyer of Green­ 
field. 
He was known far and wide 
as a political stump speaker. He oc­ 
casionally wrote 
both 
prose 
and 
verse. 
His mother, before her m ar­ 
riage w’a£ 
Elizabeth Marine 
and 
• she belonged to a family that had a 
peculiar aptness for making rhymes 
so" that if a poet may be said 
to 
d^civ© ¿tay ui 
by inherit­ 
ance he was more nearly a represen­ 
tative of his mother’s than of his 
father’s, side of the house. 
The elder Riley, a native of Penn­ 
sylvania 
apd.of , Duttdj- , ancc**try,, 
d^preeated the ©any vagaries of his 
oi^pring, which are seen now in the 
ligi|t of his subsequent career as the 
otfcftroppings of genius, such as his 
toii^ency to go swimming, to 
“play 
hotkey,” to dream 
away 
his time 
and always to avoid 
the 
irksome 
ratline and details of any sort of 
toil. 
He was a go()d-natured boy, 


full of cheerfulness .and radiating 
sunshine, hut he was constitutional­ 
ly unable to apply himself to hard, 
grinding labor, 
ini' father 
would 
have been much better satisfied if 
he had “got down to brass tacks ’ 
in the lawr and learned 
the 
bread- 
winning details of abstracting and 
a general jury practice, hut it was 
early seen that lie was not ‘‘cut out 
for such things. 
Riley left school at an immature 
age and after that, for a long time, 
he just went about, 
seeing 
tilings 
that interested him, finding such em­ 
ployment as struck 
his fancy.

world to him was full of interest­ 
ing things, 
llis spirit of rollicking

rents. I should say that for 100 
years at least bur wells will-continue 
to supply iis. Our water supply is 
not an immediate issue." 


"It is true," said Dr. Hole, "that 


the water table in Indiana is a few 
feet lower than it was fifty years 
ago. The 'date at hand does not,- 
however^ indicate that :there will be 
much additional lowering of the wat-' 
er table in the next fifty. 


Dr. Hole said the two most impor- 


tant factors in the. case so far are 
the removal of the forests and the 
construction 
of artificial drainage 


systems since the average precipi- 
tation seems to be practically con- 
stant. "IJut both of these, causes 
can in all probability reduce .the wat- 
er table but little if any lower, than 
the bottom of the system of ditches 
even at a time when their joint, ae- 
fiijn is'at a miidmujn/'.jie-said.
